In Hydrophobia Epidemic 


“Moscow, Jan. ab. 28 (®).—Five per- 
sons are dead. in Moscow from 
rabies caused by the bites of ani-- 
mals suffering from hydrophobia. 
The disease is spreading, owing to 
a plague of wolves and vagrant 
dogs and cats. in the city and its 
surrounding area. 

One man> was torn to. pieces 
by a pack of wolves in the out- 
skirts of Moscow. It is estimated 
that thousands of cattle in various 
parts of the country have been 
killed by hunger-maddened wolves, 
which have attacked farmhouses 
and preyed extensively on cattle, 
pigs and poultry. In many in- {| 
stances the beasts have defied peas- 
ants armed with pitchforks and 
clubs. 

People bitten by wolves, dogs and 
cats are coming to Moscow from all 
parts of Rugsia for treatment at the 
Pasteur Institute, where thére are 
already fifteen patients afflicted 
with rabies.

Tells of Protection of Workers 
Against Idleness. 


GROUP INSURANCE PRAISED 


Haley Fiske Reveals Tremendous 
Growth of This Business at the 
Metropolitan Life Dinner. 


Leonor F. Loree; President of the 
Delaware & Hudson Railroad, discuss- 
ing insurance which the company has 
to protect its’ employes, said last 
night at.a dinner of the Group Insur- 
ance Division of the Metropolitan Life 
Insurance Company at. the Hotel 
Roosevelt that the Delaware & Hud- 
son had adopted what had proved to.be 
an, effective substitute for unemploy- 
ment insurance, 

The Delaware & Hudson, he said, has 
had group insurance for its 4,000 shop- 
men: for four years. .- Sy 

“I think,’’ he. continued, “‘that the 
average employe is exposed to what 
might be called five major hazards. 
They are death, accident, sickness, un- 
employment and superannuation. We 
have provided in a measure against 
all five. Against the last we have the 
pension. The group insurance covers 
our employes for three—death, acci- 
dent and. sickness. <As _ protection 


provisions instituted four years ago. 
When we have occasion to lay off a 
man, which is very seldom, we give 
him $15 a week for six ..weeks. I do 
not believe that any other firm in the 
country has such a plan. } 

“I consider: it a success because in 
the four years the road\has expended 
only $8,000 in these unemployment 
wages. The other * against 
unemployment on the Delaware & Hud- 
son is e fiuctuating day. During 
periods of unemployment the shopmen 
work eight. hours and when work is 
plentiful they work ten hours a day.

EIGHT NOW IN CUSTODY. 


Robbery Laid to an Idle Remark 
_. That It Would Be an‘ 
Easy Job. 


An idle remark in a dim little lunch- 
room, made by a “kid who wouldn’t 
work,”’ led to the brutal murder of 
Frank Brannon and the theft of $8,365 
in the hold-up of the American Rail- 
way Express Company’s : office in 
Hack » N. J., on Thursday, it 
was disclosed yésterday. 

The small beginning of the crime, for 
‘which an eighth man was arrested yes- 
terday, was uncovered when the maker 
of the half-meant phrase, and three of 
those who heard it, were indicted for 
first-degree murder by the Bergen 
County Grand Jury at Hackensack. 

The young man who had said some- 
thing about “‘how easy”’ it would be to 
rob the express office, directly opposite 
ithe lunchroom and in the New York, 
Susquehanna & Western Rail ata- 
tion, was Stephen Kalman, 23 years 
old,--whose home is about six. blocks 
‘from the scene of the crime. ‘He fainted 
when he was told that he was held for 
murder. 

The others indicted were Arnold Cos- 
ty, 20 years old, whose brother is a 
Hackensack policeman; Frank Cuneo, 
21 years old, dealer in second-hand au- 
tomobiles, called by the Bergen police 
“a night rider,’’.and Theodore Palmer, 
27 years old, cashier of the express 
office. Palmer, who later joined the 
others in conressing the plot to rob the 
office, posed at first as a victim of the 
two men who actually staged the 
crime. 


Robber Car Recovered. 


They were James Lynch, known tq 
‘the New York poiice as ‘“One-Eye”’ 
Lynch, and Charles Strand, ajso known 
to the police. They are charged with 
murder and are being held here pend- 


ing extradition to Hackensack. Held in 
the county jail at Hackensack is Ed- 
ward Young, 28 years old, former pro- 
fessional motorcycle racer. Young is 
charged with having driven the gray- 
bodied Chrysler sedan used by Lynch 
and Strand when they drove up, ‘stole 
the ‘money, shot Brennon while his 
‘back was turned, pretended to shoot 
at Palmer, and then escaped. ; 

The car was recovered yesterday. -It 

‘was this that caused the arrest of the 
eighth man. He was Charles Rocksh, 
4§ ‘years old, and assistant recording 
clerk in the Domestic Relations Court, 
Lexington Avenue and Fifty-seventh 
Street, Manhattan. Rocksh has been 
employed there for thirty-two ‘years. 
He was arrested at his home, 44 Pros- 
pect Terrace South, Teaneck, N. J. He 
denied knowing how the bandit car 
came to be in his garage. 
* Rocksh is the father of eleven chil- 
dren. He, like Kalman and Palmer, 
had never come. into conflict with the 
law.’ He is charged with aiding and 
abetting 4 crime. » as had

: Aunt Defends Palmer. 


Palmer, good looking and well 
spoken, had an unimpeached reputa- 
tion up to the time of his arrest.

The ex-cashier maintained the frail 
little woman, who is y deaf, in 
a two-story frame dwelling at 2 Elm- 
wood Avenue, Bogota. She defended 
her nephew last night, declaring that 
he had been “‘always a good boy,” 
who divided his time between his work 
and his home. The authorities, how- 
ever, painted him in a different light 
and Hackensack heard reports that 
he had been a frequenter of dice

A rechecking of the events in 
the express company office shows 
that only one shot was fired, that 
which killed Brannon.”

“They fixed: everything up and when 
Lynch and Strand darted off in the 
gray sedan with the money, that was 
the last that the local men saw of 
them. They didn’t get a nickel of the 
money for which they had plotted; and 
an innocent man had been killed. It 
is just another case of bad company. 
Just where Rocksh fits in we haven't 
yet .discovered.”’ : 

The minor court attaché entered the 
case early yesterday morning when he 
telephoned to the Hackensack police, 
reporting that his own car, a Ford, had 
been removed from his garage and an- 
other machine put in its place.

Investigating the machine itself 
Dawson fdund_ three’ American Rail- 
way Express money bags.

Two gray caps were also found. One 
of them had the initials ‘‘L. F.“ per- 
forated in the leather sweatband.

Searching through Rocksh’s house, 
the detectives said they found a fifty- 
gallon still.

One of Mrs. Pratt’s resolutions re-

for the -tercentenary celebration, in 
May next, which marks the 300th an- 
niversary of the establishment of civil 
government in the Island of Manhat- 
tan. This resolution was referred to 
the Committee on Rules. 

Mrs. Pratt’s other offering asked an 
appropriation of $160,009 to be used to 
supply additional inspectors, clerks and 
stenographers in the Tenement House 
Department and for the establishment 
in that department of a revolving fund 
to be applied to the cost of making 
necessary repairs in tenements, as au- 
thorized by the charter and the tene- 
ment house laws. This resolution was 
referred to the Finance Committee. A 
similar resolution was introduced in 
the last Board of Aldermen by Bruce 
M. Falconer, Mrs. Pratt’s predecessor, 
just before the expiration of his term. 

Replying recently to criticisms for- 
mulated in the report of the State 
Housing Commission concerning inade- 
quate inspection service in New York 
City tenements, the new Tenement 
House Commissioner, Walter C. Mar- 
tin, emphasized the immediate need 
for an increased force if adequate in- 
spections were to be made. 

The board placed itself on record as 
reaffirming the action of the former 
Board of Aldermen in memorializing 
the State Legislature to extend the 
operation of the emergency rent laws.

Neaatnesr Is Declared to Have 
‘Said He Did Not Inspect 
Tools as He Testified. 


COURT ORDERS A MISTRIAL

defendant In Larceny Case Sent to 


Tombs—Court Deplores Recent 
Tamperings With Panels.

The trial of Charles T. Baird of 
Tompkinsville, S. J. for grand larceny 
before Judge Francis X. Mancusd and 
a jury in General Sessions came td an 
unexpected end yesterday when the 
Court declared. a mistrial and-ordered 
the arrest of a witness. He also sent 
several members of the jury. before the 
Grand Jury to testify to the events 
that brought about the climax. <A mis- 
trial was ordéred because it was al- 
leged that Richard T. Walsh, an engi- 
neer, of 646 West 125th Street, a de- 
fense witness, had recognized a jury- 
man as an old acquaintance-and had 
discussed the case with him‘ during 
the trial. 

Baird was charged with having 
fraudulently obtained $13,785 from the 
Valley Rolling Mills, Inc., on June 26 
1924, when he sold them 919 pneumatic 
hammers for from $15 to $30 each. The 
hammeys had been purchased from the 
Charleston Navy Yard for $1 each. It 
‘was charged by the company that. the 
hammers were worthless, while the de- 
fense insisted they were workable. 

To prove the latter contention, sev- 
eral days ago an air compressor and 
accessories were set up in the. court- 
room and a demonstration of ‘riveting 
was given. Walsh testified that he 
had examined the. tools and had found 
they were workable. 

The jury went out at 5 o’clock Mon- 
day night, and when it failed to agree 
by yesterday morning, when it was re- 
ported the members stood 11 to 1 in 
favor of conviction, the fact of the 
meeting between the juryman and 
Walsh became known. 

Preceding the Grand Jury incuiry, 
Judge Mancuso interviewed the three 
jurymen involved. It was said they 
were found blameless. They were 
Bradley Dauchy of 138 West EHighty- 
second Street, an American Woolen 
Company clerk; William Schonbrun, an 
insurance broker of. 521 West 111th 
Street, and Charles L. Kelldr, an up- 
holsterer, of 225 East Sixtieth Street. 

Dauchy told Judge Mancuso that on 
Jan. 19 last, when Wals::. testifie~, he 
recognized him as an acquaintance he 
had met about three and a half years 
ago. When the case was adjourned, 
he said, he conversed with Walsh in 
the corridor of the Criminal Courts 
Building. Walsh told him that he had 
not examined each of the pneumatic 
hammers, but had examined them all 
together, and that his testimony had 
po beén - altogether correct, Dauchy 
said. 

After being introduced to! Kellar, 
Dauchy said, Walsh repeated his 
statement to the other juryman. 

Schonbrun said the ’ 1k with Walsh 
had been used by Dauchy as an argu- 
rhent in the jury room, and that while 
he had originally been for acquittal he 
had changed his vote to coriviction 
after hearing the story. Judge 
cuso then made each juror tell’ his 
story. 

“Justice is not going to be defeated 
in this manner. Too many juries have 
been interfered with in these courts 
recently,”” said Judge Mancuso, and 
then, turning to Assistant District At- 
torney Frank Carstarphen, he con- 
tinued: ‘“‘Take this matter-before the 
Grand Jury at once. I will hold you, 
Mr. District Attorney, to see that the 
mattér is thoroughly sifted. J don’t 
care who is involved; get at the bot- 
tom of it.’’ 

Baird, who has béen at liberty in 
$5,000 bail, was sent to the Tombs in 
$75,000 bail. ~ The Court ordered the 
immediate arrest of Walsh on a bench 
warrant. Baird was indicted on Oct. 
27, 1924, together with Irving J. Feli- 
man and Murray E. Baker on a charge 
of second degree grand larceny. The 
indictment said that the three. had 
acted in concert.

Assembly Bill Aims at Religious, 
Benevolent and.

ALBANY, Jan, 26.—Bible, tract. and 
missionary societies, scientific, liter- 
ary, historic and patriotic bodies, 
groups maintaining public libraries and 
societies for the enforcement of laws 
enacted for the protection of children 
or animals, would be compelled to pay 
taxes this year on property used by 
them in the promotion of their aims 
if a bill introduced by Senator Westall 
of Westchester were to become law. 

Five years of grace are accorded in 
the Westall bill to corporations or as- 
sociations organized exclusively for 
the moral or mental betterment of 
men and women, of for religious, char- 
itable, benevolent or educational pur- 
poses; and also to organizations 
charged with the maintenance of hos-" 
pitals or cemeteries. Even they would 
have to pay-taxes subsequent to July 
1, 1931. After that date all real prop- 
erty of such properties would be taxed 
as private property, but exemption

recall. 

“I intended to give these plates, to- 
gether with my six models, to a dental 
school. They have already traveled to 
many parts of the world and have been 
used in lectures in dental schools in 
nearly every State in the country.” 

Dr. Parr, who was an otficer in the 
Confederate army in the Civil War, 
said yesterday that the thieves were 
welcome to three watches, five stick 
pins worth about $75 apiece, other 
jewels and about three-quarters of a 
pound of old gold and platinum which 
they took, but that he hoped to get 
back the plates. 

“I don’t believe whoever took them 
could get more than $30 for the mate- 
rial in them, and I will give three 
times their intrinsic value for their 
veturn unhurt,” he said. 

Among the stolen articles was a re- 
movable bridge,.the first of its kind 
ever made, Dr. Parr believes. 

Dr. Parr said he believed the thieves 
must have been persons of some sen- 

’ timent, because they did not touch 
his medals. He -ninks that if they 
learn the value of the plates they may 
return them. One medal was pre- 
sented to him by his alma mater, the 
Baltimore Schoo! of Dentistry, a pio- 
meer school in that profession in 
America; another. was presented by 
the United States Government, and a 
third by the French Government. 

The robbers entered ‘his office with 
a key, Dr. Parr believes, because the 
door showed no signs of being forced.

*8 Schieffelin contended that an 
investment by the city of $275,000,000 
in additional subways operated at a 
5-cent fare would be an additional 
liability instead of an asset. He sug- 
geated that the 5-cent fare might be 
continued for local traffic and a 10- 
‘cent, fare for passage on express 
* trains, Mr. Schieffelin declared in fa- 
vor of the payment of part of the 
cost of new subway construction by 
assessments on property benefited. 

The statement said in part: 

“The union is opposed to the amend- 
ment for several reasons. First, it is 
unnecessary, unbusinesslike and un- 
sound, It is unwise to put new money 
into subways to be operated only at 
a logs. Second, the city alread 
a frozen credit of about $300, 
invested in the present subways. pnd 
which it pays interest but receives no 

return and which will be available as 
' goon ag the subway question is set- 
tled sensibly by. making the subways 
earn their ovin way 

“The existing - do not, at 
a five-cent fare, yield a return on the 
city’s investment; and the Delaney re- 
port and other recent studies indicate 
‘that new subways cannot be self-qus- 
taini on a five-cent fare. Were 

$278,000,000 more capital to be invested 
by the city in more subways on the 
present basis, it would be merely the 
investment of that much more in a 
liability instead of in an asset. 

“Fares, in our opinion, will have to 
be increased in some way. The pres- 
ent fivercent fdre is about equivalent 
to what a three-tent fare would have 
been in 1913. Possibly the five-cent 
fare should be continued for local 
traffic and a double fare charged for 
the express trains. It is only just to 
charge extra for speed and distance. 

certain stations a ten-cent fare 
come be collected by simply putting 
set of turnstiles at the en- 
toangen to the express platforms.

MOTHERS OF PUPILS 
MARCH ON CITY HALL 


Protest Sending Children to Dis- 
tant Brooklyn School Through 
~ Dangerous piveets. 


City Hall was picketed —— by 
a dozen mothers, parents of pupils of 
Public School 148.in\ Ellery Street, 
Brooklyn. They marched up and 
down, across City Hall plaza and 
finally invaded the corridors of the 
building. Several carried placards 
protesting against the recent action of 
the Board of Education converting 
the school into'a junior high school 
and thus necessitating the transfer 


‘and distribution of pupils now attend- 


ing lower grade classes there among 
other elementary ~ schools scattered 
through the Williamsburg section. 

One of the banners declared, ‘‘Our 
children must not be killed yuing to 
school.” ‘Explaining this banner, the 
mothers said their -children would 
have to cross _dangerous traffic 
thoroughfares on their way to and 
from the -more distant —— build- 

and that six children had been 
ite at one of these crossings. An- 
other banner: proclaimed, “‘Save our 
children by building’ a new junior 
high school,” and a third, “We want 
safe schools, not firetraps.” 

Several of the mothers said they 
would start a strike and not permit 
their children to go to school if the 
Board of Education undertook to en- 
force its order next Monday. Their 
purpose was to bring their grievance 
to the attention of Mayor Walker. 
But, as the Mayor was not in the 
City Hall at the time, his secretary, 
Edward Stanton, presented the dele- 
gation to Aldermanic President Joseph 
V. McKee, with whom they filed a 
memorandum of their troubles. 

The crusading mothers distributed 
circulars announcing that the mothers 
would meet every evening, be; Z 
tomorrow, at the Educational ce, 
76 Throop Avenue, ‘‘where reports of 
activities will be given and plans for 
further action will be nase ‘by 
the committee.”

When Sudermann’s ‘‘Magda,’’ now at 
Maxine Elliott’s with Bertha Kalich. 
first crossed the German border some 
thirty-odd yeats ago, it stunned the 
ear-drums of its audiences more deaf- 
eningly than it can today. Rebellion 
against parental authority, so the ar- 
biters of taste agree, had more im- 
mediacy then; and perhaps even then 
more in Germany than in England and 
here, where at various times Duse, 
Sarah Bernhardt, Mrs. Patrick Camp- 
byll, Mrs. Fiske and others played the 
leading part. Dispensing with cha- 
perons, the smoking of cigarettes, the 
bold and brazen “rights of the indi- 
vidual’—perhaps they, too, seemed 
fresher than now. When in the present 
production ‘‘Magda’’ raises those old 
bogies flamboyantly, almost defiantly, 
they seem a little dusty, a little worn. 
In various forms our current plays still 
treat of these or equivalent ‘‘modern 
ideas’; the manners, not the essences, 
have altered. And it is the bric-a-brac 
of ‘‘Magda” that does not preserve its 
freshness. 

No doubt Sudermann wrote it (in the 
same period that produced “The Sec- 
ond Mrs. Tanqueray’’) to propound a 
thesis. No doubt to him the fire of 
the play was the thesis of a brilliant’ 
artist living her own life according to 

her own truths and of her ethica} 
right to choose her own earthly des- 
tiny. But its immediate popularity 
was in large part its amazing acta- 
—— tae what a grand sweep the 
part o has! One whe ning d act is 
834 to clearing the stage for the 
entrance; and the entrance itself, in 
the second. act, is announced on every 
side with excited peeps from the win- 


Per! dow, with running about and sundry 


scurries, with expectant preparations, 
“flourishes and alarums.’’ When Mag- 
da herself appears, glamourous and 
glittering, in the living room, the trum- 
petings have only begun. For the part 
takes her through the whole range 
of opportunities, from emotional ca- 
resses, tender kisses, to bad manners, 
affronts and plain rowdiness. No 
‘wonder emotional actresses have 
pounced upon it savagely. Mme. Ka- 
lich makes full use of these dramatic 
prerogatives. Her audience last eve- 
ning applauded warmly. * 

But quite apart — the question 
of its day, and the rococo ornamenta~ 
tion of the leading part, ‘‘“Magda’’ pro- 
duces the essential conflicts of a play. 
Whatever the sheer news value of the 
topics discussed may be, the drawing 
up of forces is still effective. On the 
one side are the exponents of the 
proprieties, earnest in their devotion to 
Church activities, properly respectful 
of the State, quite clear in their own 
minds concerning the code of honor. 
Qn the other stands Magda quite 
alone. If her determination smacks 
even now of defiance, Sudermann has 
properly motivated her position. Espe- 
cially in the last act he throws all re- 
sponsibility back upon her father. 
When these two forces come to grips 
in the final act, ‘‘Magda’”’ provides pro- 
portionate tension. 

These dramatic moments are the life 
of the current production; and they are 
the most viable ones for Miss Kalich 
herself. “While the play strums the 
high strings of temperament, it does 
not make for illusion; the performance 
is soft and loose. When it digs into 
the drama latent in the theme, how- 
ever, it is drawn taut, and it is corre- 
‘spondingly effective. Mr. Waldron 
gives a fine, whole-souled interpreta- 
tion of the fiery parent; he is tender 
and peremptory at need. Mr. Steph- 
enson’s pastor is a compassionate 
portrait. Mr. Gamble expresses the 
craft and duplicity of the blackguard 
councilor. Miss Royle as Marie, and 
Miss Muldener as Augusta, are. both 
appealing. The performance has. been 
ably directed —— the more stir- 
ring scenes.

Like Eddie Cantor, 
who left his show, ‘‘Kid Bodts,’’ Mon- 
day, Jolson is said to have overworked 
in his Chicago production. 

“Mr. Jolson had been working under 
difficulties for the last ten days,” said 
sohn J. Garrity, representing the Shu- 
berts, producers. ‘‘Sudden changes in 
temperature have brought on an at- 
tack of pleurisy, and despite the ut- 


most efforts of physicians to help|, 


Jolson it was found he could not re- 
gain his health here without a rest.’’ 


Third Time He Has H4lted “Big Boy.” 


Al Jolson’s departure from Chicago 
marks the third time that he has 
brought the run of “Big Boy” to a halt 
since it first began its run here in the 
Spring. Shortly after its opening at

The Stringwood Ensemble played yes- 
térday evening in Aeolian Hall. It in- 
troduced a new rhapsody, performed 
from manuscript, for piano, clarinet 
and string quartet, by Isadore Freed. 
The rest of the program consisted of 
Boccherini’s C major quartet string 
quartet, Reger’s clatinet, quintet in A 
major, Op. 146, and Mozart’s quartet 
in E flat major (Kochel. 493). The 
playing of this organization, of com- 
paratively recent origin, has musician- 
ly quality and refinement of feeling;

Ibsen was not robbed of his power 
in the performance by the Actors The- 
atre company last night of William 
Archer’s English version of the 
Norwegian’s ‘Hedda Gabler.” Not 
custorn nor time has staled the play 
or robbed the drama of its sharp 
actuality and the presentation con- 
veyed to’ the conspiring senses the 
stark stuff of humanity of which the 
piece is waven. 

Emily Stevens as Hedda was uneven. 
‘There were times when she ranted and 
was ruffianly in a fashion which did 
offense to the character of the bored 
and poisoned creature of -perverted 
passion that Hedda was. But in the 
act, in the scene with Judge 
Brack, she rose to a height and a sup- 
pressed intensity of tragedy which ut- 
terly disarms acrimony toward the eat- 
lier excesses.

When the death was announced, 
Public Service Commissioner chard

ernor’s office, where he was revived. 

Senator Harris, who was 55 years 
old, lived in Crafton. He is survived 
by his wife, two sons and two daugh- 
ters; He was one of the and 
owners of the Harris-Davis enterprises 
with theatres in Western Pennsylva- 
nia, Ohio, Virgina and New York. 

Mr. Harris was elected to the State 
Senate ,in 1922 to fill an unexpired 
term, and was re-elected in 1924 for a 
full four-year term.

William Duke, internationally known 
horse trainer and for the past year 
trainer for.the Cochran Stables at. 
Jamaica, L. I., died at his home in 


this city tonight at 7 o'clock, follow- 
ing a nine days’ illness, dged 68 years. 
Mr. Duke came to his estate here a 


and on Tuesday last became ill with a 
cold which developed into pneumonia. 
Specialists. were called and it was re- 


| ported the pneumonia condition had 


been cleared, but that complications 
had set in and there was fear the turf- 
man might not survive. Mr. Duke 
maintained a large estate here, his 
boyhood home, and spent much time in 
the village. 

Mr. Duke is survived by his wife 
and six children: William Duke Jr. 
and Mrs. Bayard Haskin of Wells- 
ville; Mrs. Mark wee and Harold 
Duke of Jamaica, N. Duke 
of Los Angeles, Gai. and Edward 
Duke of St. Petersburg, Fia., and also 
a brother, Oak Duke of Wellsville, and 
three —— Emmer Browning 
and Mrs. Gridley of Wellsville 
and Mrs. pu Higbie of Fairport. 


Enjoyed Great Success. 

After his return frdm abroad, where 
he had been for twenty years and had 
resigned as trainer to the Aga Khan 
to ‘handle the horses of Gifford A. 
Cochran, William S. Duke gained phe- 
nomenal success in a single season. He 
saddled Cochran’s Negofol three-year- 
old Coventry to win the classic Preak- 
ness and $52,700 at Primlico early last 
May, and then electrified the turf 
world by coming right back with Fly- 
ing Ebony, which won the Kentucky 
Derby and added $52,900 more to the 
Cochrar coffers. Duke’s third thor- 
oughbred ace of the 1925 season proved 
to be Dangerous, a three-year-old that 
took the vers at Saratoga and a 
couple of other good stakes 

“Duke was born in Wellsville, a lit- 
tle town in up-State New Ycrk, where 
after his picturesque career in vari- 
ous parts of the globe, he spent his 
last hours.

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WHAT HAS BEEN GAINED. 

It would be idle to, pretend that the 
‘yeservations attached to the World 
Court resolution are satisfactory. 
They raise new difficulties. They por- 
tend delay. They are grudging where 
‘they should be generous. President 
Cooripes apparently intends to accept 
them as the best that can now be ob- 
tained from the Senate. ‘He is like 
the lecturer who passed his hat around 
for contributions but, receiving none, 
was. glad even to get his hat back 
from such an audience. It is stated at 
the White House that the President 
will not oppose reservations which are 
™“ practical.’” Those agreed to by the 
Senate are intensely practical, They 
were a form of political bribery to se- 
cure votes which otherwise could not 
be had. Moreover, two or three of 

them have the obviously practical _in- 
tent of postponing our -entry into the 
“World Court. for a long time, cutting 
into its function so far as we are con- 
cerned, and leaving’ this country in 
the position of seeming to wish.to dic- 
tate without daring: to destroy. 

With this. outcome no one who be- 
Méeves .in the World Court through 
and through can be content. In many 
ways it is . extremely Aisappointing. 
Yet we are warranted in hoping that 
time may clear up the mnddle whith 
the Senate has made, und also in 
looking immediately: for “he indispu- 
table gains which have come trom the 
long fight in the Senate.- One Senator 
speaks of the vote in “favor of the 
, World Court as at any rate.‘‘.a mag- 
nificent gesture.’’ What he meant 
‘was, not that the Senate~had done 
the dignified and magnagimous thing, 
but that it had at any. rate made an 
end of the insincere and craven thing. 
It surely is something to have. estab- 
lished at last the fact that the Gov- 
Vechment of the United States cannot 
‘any longer bé frightened into a panic 
and surrender by shouting at it 
-* League of Nations!’’ In the Senate 
‘the old cries were again raised vehe- 
mently. Opponents of the World Court 
cut themselves with knives after the 
‘manner of the prophets of Baal. But 
;the ancient incantations did not work. 
When the vote was. taken, it was but 
‘&@ beggarly remnant of the Senate that 
,stood up to be counted against the 
‘World Court. 

Thus the power of the political su- 
pérstition which has weighed upon 
this country for six years past appears 
to be broken. A public man can say 
that he believes in the League of 
‘Nations and is willing to work with it 
in. every way feasible, without falling 
‘ead. in his tracks.

ITALY’S DEBTS AND RESOURCES. 

Forecasts of the terms of the Brit- 
ish-Italian debt agreément take it for 
granted that Great Britain will receive 
considerably less than the $45,000,000 
annuity for sixty-two years to which 
she thinks she is entitied. Not until 
after twenty years-will our own Treas- 
ury be inv receipt of an Italian pay- 
ment: of the $20,000,000 with which it 
is expected that Italy will start in 
immediately redeeming .her British 
debt, only 25 per. cent. larger than her 
debt to/the United States. In London 
as at Washington the Italian envoys 
have stressed with effect the argument 
from: capscity to pay. But it is an 
argument. to which Great Britain, in 
view of hér own necessities, was bound 
to be less receptive than our own Debt 
Funding Commission, 

History may yet write of MussoLINi 
that his most signal service to his; 


country consists in the excellent bar- }- 


gain he has driven in the settlement 
of .Italy’s foreign. debts, The very 
existence of the Mussolinj dictatorship 
is a plea for lenient treatment. Italy’s 
creditors are bound to assume that a 
nation does not put constitutional gov- 
ernment into liquidation and entrust 
its. fate-to a single man unless an 
extraordinary emergency exists. Our 
own policy with respect to the inter- 
national debts has. been openly placed 
on this basis of the creditor’s capacity. 
Secretary MELLON, in defending’ the 
Italian. settlement, took up in detail 
the resources of our various creditors. 
It has-been estimated that whereas 
Italy will ultimately pay a total of 18 
per cent. interest on the sum of her 
funded debt,’ Great Britain. will pay 
140 per cent. intefest on her principal.- 
For France the rejectéd Caillaux offer 
would have meant a. total of 50 per 
cent. interest, and this our representa- 
tives did not think enough, 

The much higher économic expec- 
tancy, in insurance terms, which is 
thus assigned to those of our creditors 
who, have retained their’ democratic 
institutions may raise doubts about 
how much, the Mussolini dictatorship 
has contributed .to rehabilitation. in 
Italy... Allowance . must. be made, of 
course, for differences: in basic national 
resoutces. “Wrance ‘ts richer » ‘than 
Italy, but .is obviously not richer by 
so many times as our debt demands on 
Frante would indicate. The balancing 
of the budget which has. been attained 
by Mussouint has been attained ‘in 
Germany and in Great Britain without 
the intervention of a dictatorship. In 
France a higher per capita taxation 
prevails than in Italy.

ENFORCEMENT BY WHINE. 

What is there about prohibition that 
stirs the organs of speech into un- 
controllable movement? After a few 
months General ANDREWS, a. man of 
approved executive energy, trained, 
no habitual vibrator of the air, seéms 
to be ‘nearirg the condition of- Pro- 
hibition Commissioner | Harnes, who 
sought to make the Volstead act ef- 
fective by dry, exhortations in a thou- 
sand pulpits. .Here is General’ AN- 
DREWs, efter the reorganization and 
consolidation of: the rum-hunting ser- 
vices, ata meeting of Anti-Saloon 
League preachers, eager to “ lay his 
burden on the Lord.” If his burden 
is too great for him, he can lay it 
down. Instead, he seems inclined to 
“lie down ’’ under it. Certain mem- 
bers’ of the Coast Guard have just 
been indicted in one of those gigantic 
“conspiracies '’ with which ‘the public 
has grown so familiar, Is it any won- 
der that innocent souls in the -Coast 
Guard should be tempted “ when they 
“ sometimes capture the same rumboat 
“as many as seyen times, and its 
“crew are as often bailed out to re- 
“ sume their rum-running 7 

“ You think it is up to me,’’ says 
General ANDREWs, “ to enforce prohi- 
“bition. I can’t do it. I am only ~ 
“ policeman.’’ It is “ up to him ’*-to 
enforce. prohibition so far as he can as 
a policeman. Let him do his duty as 
a policeman. He needn't bother his 
head about the making of ‘legal ma- 


chinery subsequent to arrest or about: 


the need of more. His official reports 
are the.place for that sort of thing. 
By his lamentations and confessions 
he is-giving aid and comfort.to every 
illegal producer, importer and dis- 
tributer. He is cheering the hearts 
of millions of impenitent drinkers and 
would-be drinkets. He is doing his 
best to reduce prohibition to an 
absurdity. and impossibility. United 
States Attorney Buckner, with his 
own, cacoethes loquendi, has long. been 
active in the same direction. The 
United States doesn’t and can’t en- 
force prohibition at present. There 
must, be more courts, more laws, more 
machinery. ‘There must be State en- 
forcement laws. That for New ~ork. 

By way of showing a united front 
to the enemy, Mr. Buckner states 
that in a talk with one of the highest 
prohibition enforcement officials ‘‘ he 
“received not the slightest support 
“from any Federal. authority, The 
“ official said that- it was never in- 
“tended that the United States’ en- 
“ force-the law.'’ Possibly) Mr. Buck- 
NER doesn’t hear as. readily: as he 
speaks. At any raté, what excuse is 
therefor these humilating admissions 
of defeat?_ Is frankness in executors 


of the laws a virtue? Not when every [ 


whine is an incentive to the-law- 
‘breakers, another argument. against 
prohibition with the. lukewarm and 
the doubtful, and makes the loyal 
friends of enforcement sick. The law, 
we are told, can be executed only at 
an expense thatthe country will never 
consent to. It is not for men whose 
business it is to try to execute that 
law to say that. They should leave 
that. to’ its.‘ foes. -

ADVICE NOT TAKEN. 

Mr. J. M. Keynes drops for the 
moment his attempts‘to prove that the 
English pound sterling cannot be kept 
at par, in order to, s¢nd across the 
Channel some kind directions to the 
French how. to manage their currency, 
He might have remembered to advan- 
tage the saying of a Frerich statesman 
that he believed “in free trade of all 
kinds except free trade in advice. But 
Mr,. KEYNES wrote his “.open letter” 
to the French Minister of Finarice, 
politely adding, ‘‘ whoever he is or 
may be.’’ On this a comment of a 
writer in the Paris Temps is that it 
was not done for the purpose of being 
‘* insolent,” but simply to show that 
every financier in France. ought to 
accept the ideas of Mr. Kerns be- 
cause they are “absolute and defini- 
tive in their scientific. rigor.” One 
hopes that this ‘French irony will not 
be lost on the Englishman. : 

In general, Mr. Kernes tells the 
French that there is no hope'for them 
unless they inflate the franc’ 80 as to 
cause a rise of prices and thus, in 
effect, diminish the amount of interest 
which the Treasury has to pay on its 
outstanding internal debts. He admits 
that previoys Finance ‘Ministers in 
Paris have “ inflated magnificently, * 
but points out, that they did not suc- 
ceed in sufficiently depreciating “ the 
“internal purchasing power’ of. the 
** franc.’’: To do that. is,, according to 
him, ‘the great. task that remains. It 
is not necessary for an outsider to dis, 
cuss this characteristic thesis of his, 
since the French themselves are doing 
it. The Keynes plan is subjected to-an 
acute. analysis’ by the. “writer . in the 
‘Temps : referred to. He exactly 
the point where the Keynes idea ¥ 
go to smash, even even if it: were | 
out.”

THE LAW AND THE POOR. 

District. Attorney Banton calls. at- 
tention to a recent extension in the 
work of the Legal Aid Society. It has 
hitherto confined its services to peo- 
ple, mostly of foreign birth, who are 
involved in criminal cases. But of 
the 50,000 cases that come before 
the Complaint Bureau annually many 
clearly belong tothe civil courts, and 
in a majority of these the persons in- 
volved -dre without means to employ 
counsel. Their. immediate: danger is 
perhaps less, but they are clearly en- 
titled to justice. . Lacking this, they 
have a bitter sense of. wrong, which 
easily passes into contempt for Amer- 
ican law and Américan government. — 

For several years the Legal Aid So- 


public-spirited Committee of Volunteer 
Defenders, which provides eminent 
counsel for poor people acctised of 
crime. Of late Mr. Enwarp S. HarxK- 
NEss established a fund of $150,000, 
administered by the Bar Association, 
the income of which is used toward 
the expenses of the society. By a for- 
tunateée provision, it may be applied not 
only to criminal but ‘to civil cases. 
Mr. Banton took advantage of: this to 
extend his cooperation. The new ar- 
rangement has had’ only a brief trial, 
yet both the District Attorney and the 
Legal Aid Society regard it as mark- 
ing a new stage in the long fight to 
secure justice for the law-ridden poor. 
In accepting the fund Mr. W. D. 
GuTHrigz, President of the Bar Asso- 
ciation, quoted a saying long familiar: 
‘The first duty of society to the poor 
**is not to giye them charity but to 
** secure them justice. ** It ‘may ‘be 
said with equal truth that this is also 
the first duty of society to itself. 
Education enlightens our new citizen 
and measurably -affects his deport- 
ment, but the deepest influence upon 
character is that which results from 
life in the actual living. If he is sub- 
jected to injustice, thwarted in ‘his 
legitimate ambitions, education only 
provides the means of his opposition 
to American institutions. In the cause 
of equality before the law, the. Legal 
Aid Society has “made. a long .and 
honorable fight. . Few institutions 80 
richly deserve the. support of public- 
spirited citizens.

TOOLS AND THE MAN. 
‘Canirie defined man as the tool- 
making animal. Now comes a scientist 
who tells us that tools have “ made” 
the man;‘or at any rate have made 
over the human race. Dr.: WALTER 
Hoven, anthropologist of the National 
Museum in “Washington, stated re- 
céntly that. primitive. tools of stone, 
[wood and bone were the ‘' first and 
‘* most profound modifiers of man in 
“many ways.” Their use, requiring

: ‘COMMUTERS’ SUBWAYS. 

The North Jersey Transit Commis-, 
sion reports a plan for bettering pas- 
senger travel to and from. this city. 
Fourteen tunnels under the Hudson 
are one feature of it. On this side 
there are to. be subways completing a 
seventeen-mile loop. The cost is es- 
timated at $200,000,000. Even greater 
projects are’ pending on this side of 
the Hudson. Their very execution in- 
creases the necessity for supplement- 
ing it with the aid of New Jersey. 
That State’ can hardly withhold 
its support in the interest of. the 
nine counties which contribute three- 
fourths of New Jersey’s population 
and which send daily 350,000 passen- 
gers into New York City. This city 
taxes itself to supply that part of the 
cos: of the subway accommodations 
which the New Jersey commuters’ 
fares do not pay for. Turn about is 
fair play, and now New Jersey should 
help. 

Overflow into Northern Ne... Jersey 
from New York is no new thing. It was 
elaborately shown in the charts in- 
cluded in the Interstate Commerce 
Commission’s decision in the New York 
Harbor case. They made it plain that 
the New Jersey counties increase their 
population faster than the rest of New 
Jersey, or New York State or City, 
or the United States. Other charts 
show similar increases in financial and 
industrial growth, driven to New Jer- 
sey because New York could not ac- 
commodate those who would have pre- 
ferréd to live here. The statistics of 
commuter travel complete the argu- 
ment for cooperation. between New 
York and New Jersey. Between 1920 
and 1924. the total increased from 


138,777,546 to 160,685,847. The yearly 


increase ‘wag over seven millions. 
Analyzing the commuter travel in New 
Jersey, it appears that the only de- 


‘crease in those four years was over 


the' railways serving. the southern sec- 
tion of New Jersey. The tmaivel to and 
from- New “York over the railways 
serving the northern counties of New 
Jérsey increased nearly nine millions, 
almost twicé as fast as the commuter 
travel into the Grand Central Station. 
It rivals the embarrassing growth 
of: Long Island. railway commuting 
travel.

It is easy. enough to decide on a 
year’s ten vest sellers, and on ‘the ten 
that have been most in demand at the 
library. Thosé are questions definitely 
and statistically ——— but for 
deciding whether’ a book is good or 

, best or worst, there are no rules. 
Each of us knows of books that we 
regard as in one way or another ob- 
jectionable, but in no single instance 
will e way chosen be accepted as 
final everybody. Even the profes- 
sional reviewers -are not able invari- 
ably to command the assent of later 
readers—perhaps because they are 
readers, which not all, reviewers al- 
ways are. 

It is doubtful if there is one single 
fault of the many that books can have 
that would seem a fault to all its 
judges, and while there probably are 
merits which nearly everybody would 
acknowledge, they are very few. 

As a matter of fact there cannot be 
ten really worst books, or even one. 
Possibly an infallible arbiter could 
find a worst book in each of half a 
hundred domains of literature, but 
their badness would be of the incom- 
mensurable sort.

An. Example iter: Coat Sinare Set 
in the Clothing - Industry. 

To the Editor of The New York Times: 

The persistence of the anthracite 
strike, at fearful loss to both partici- 
pants in it, and the recent ‘agreement 
on legislation: reached by the railway 
unions and operators have again 
turned public attention to the consid- 
eration. of the. place and function of 
arbitration. _It is in some quarters 
regarded-as the sole effective hope 
for industrial peace and in others as 
anathema. Discussed during’ a crisis, 
in which: suspicion prevails and pas- 
sion runs High, the value of arbitra- 
tion is necessarily. in turn distorted, 
exaggerated or minimized. Because] 
of the paramount public importance 
of the problem, it would seem desira- 
ble to weigh the uses of arbitration in 
a place where it has workel long and 
smoothly. 

In .the .men’s clothing industry in 
the United States industrial peace 
has prevailed for many years.. Except 
for the lockout in New York in 1920, 
the industry has passed through all 
of the thorough industrial readjust- 
ments since 1918 without a general 
strike. Nor does this industry lend 
itself easily to the process of peace- 
ful adjustment. It is a highly com- 
petitive industry. The forces of com- 
petition are fierce and persistent. ‘In 
parts it is marked by great instability 
and ownership is spréad’ over many 
individuals. It experienced during the 
war, like the coal industry, enormous 
overexpansion; and after the ‘war 
underwent long and expensive contrac- 
tion. The whole industrial situation 
in- the industry was clearly not one 
calculated to inspire the peaceful con- 
duct. and settlenient of issues and dis- 
putes. 

Both the unions and the manufac- 
turers in this industry have found a 
workable solution for expensive inter- 
ruptions in arbitration. In every 
important. market in the industry ar- 
bitration machinery has functioned 
for a substantial period and through 
its help large strikes have, in the 
main, been averted. Because of its 
condition of industrial disorganization, 
the most.difficult market, New York, 
was the last to invoke arbitration ma- 
chinery. But now it operates in New 
York as well as elsewhere. Nearly 
two years ago I was chosen Impartial 
Chairman in the New York mien’s 
clothing industry: by the Amalgamated 
Clothing Workers of America and the 
Association of Clothing Manufac- 
turers. ? 

My experience in arbitrating dis- 
putes between these parties is illus- 
trative of the character of 3 workabie 
machinery for peaceful adjustment. 
Arbitration is continuous. It-is not 
invoked occasionally and for the 
settlement. of an extraordinarily dif- 
ficult and fundamental issue. Before 
the Impartial Chairman appear thou- 
sands of cases, involving small mat- 
ters of principie and administration. 
Once it has operated for months, the 
parties to the arrangement 
gained confidence in the procedure. 
They have become aware that it has 
hot involved either the industry or the 
union in revolutionary changes. What 
was before strange, and therefore un- 
acceptable, became through daily con- 
tact and experience a simple, satis- 
factory method of discussion and ad⸗ 
justment., Ihave frequently observed 
the change in attitude of representa- 
tives of both parties, who first ap- 
proached the machinery with hesita- 
tion and misgivings and soon accepted 
it without question. In this process, 
moreover, a larger and larger num- 
ber of issues, at one time regarded 
as not subject to arbitration, grad- 
ually appear before the machinery 
and thus lose their rigid character. 

A -prime factor in the success of 
this machinery, in New York as else- 
where, is the realization by the union 
and the. manufacturers that it can- 
not be used as a means for relin- 
quishing their own responsibilities. 
Neither have regarded the arbitration 
machinery as an agency to which 
either should pass the buck for dif- 
ficult or unpopular decisions. Such 
decisions, sometimes involving large 
matters of policy, must always bé 
made in any system of industrial re- 
lations. Here the parties have had 
the foresight and wisdom to know that 
they themselves must assume the bur- 
den for far-reaching decisions regard- 
ing policy.’..The Chairman in such 
circumstances employs his good of- 


he’is the symbol of peace and objec- 
tivity; he is the constant reminder of 
the success of peaceful adjustment; 
but he does not relieve the union and 
the Manufacturers’ Association of 
the necessity for making decisions, for 
assuming open responsibility for them, 
and for -educating the rank and file 
of both sides to the wisdom of this 
way of doing things. 

Such is the character of successful 
arbitration in the men’s clothing in- 
dustry. It supplements but.does not 
replace negotiation between union and 
manufacturer.

Problem ts Not to Handle the 
Excess, but to Get Balanced 
Production, He Says. 


LOWDEN. IS, FOR MEASURE 


Congressman Dickinson Asks a 
Trial in Discussion at Economic 
Club Dinner. 


The Dickingon bill, framed. to take 

care of the agricultural surphis for, ex- 
port and stabilize prices, does not go 
to the root of the farmer’s troubles 
and is not sufficient to solve the pres- 
ent farm problem, said Edwin T. Mere- 
dith, former Secretary of Agriculture, 
at the dinner of the Economic Club in 
the Hotel Astor, last night, at which 
“The Farmer and National Welfare’ 
was tire topic discussed. “3 
Congressman L, J. Dickinson of 
Iowa and former Governor Frank O. 
Lowden of Illinois upheld the bili and 
said that it promised much help for 
the farmer. 


“The real problem is not to haridle 
the —. gaid Mr. Meredith, ‘‘but 
to w out an agricultural policy 
which will eliminate the surplus and 
give us a balanced production—e pro- 
duction meeting all the demands of the 
domestic market plus all the foreign 
demand for our agricultural produc- 
tion, at a price which will give our 
farmers, as we have demanded for our 
labor, an American standard of living. 

Must Eliminate Surplus. 

“Our great need is a continuing 
agricultural policy which will elimi- 
nate a surplus, granted the surplus 
must be sold at a price less than of- 
fers réasonable’ compensation. I am 
willing that farmers should produce 
any quantity over domestic needs, 
granted it will be afsorbed in the 
world’s markets at fair prices. Pro- 
duction exported under these condi- 
tions is, in effect, not a surplus, but 
is simply meeting vur market; but 
I am not willing our farmers should 
be led to produce a real surplus to 
be sold at a loss, as the Dickinson 
bill contemplates, and this loss 
charged back to the farmer. 

“Aan individual manufacturer would 
not continue to follow such a policy. 
and viewing the farmers as individual 
peer ag 3 pe oe ote why 
sho legislation - passed our 

the farm- 
ers to do so? Business is in the po- 
sition of accepting or declining a given 
er for a given service, and that 
P vilege is what I demand for the 
farmer. If the consumers of wheat, 
for ‘instance, will bid what they wish 
to pay for wheat, whether it be much 
the individual farmer can 


wishes’to undertake the task of help- 
ing fill the order. If the bid is high 
enough to encourage the production 
necessary to sustain our people, well 
and good. If it is not high enough 
to interest the farmer, the consumer 
must raise his bid or go without 
wheat, the same as he is denied any 
other serv . 3 for which he is not will- 
ing to pay a- fair price. 

“Many are giving support to an ex- 
port corporation, and at the same time 
insisting that they are opposed to 
price-fixing. 


Gives Views on “Surplus.” 
“That portion of our crop which is 
absorbed by exports to any part of the 


j globe at a price giving our farmers 


an American standard’ of living is not 


‘|| surplus in the true sense. We are sim- 


rply supplying our market. Surplus is 
that part of the crop for which there 
is no ready: sale, and must be sold at 
a loss. With this definition of surplus 
in mind, let us undertake the task of 
eliminating the surplus, as any sound 
business man would do. Let us enact 
no m to handle this surplus 

the loss back to the. farmers 
of the country, who are the real back- 
bone of the nation and are our real 
customerfs.”’ 

A law which contemplates the con- 
tinued production of a surplus. is un- 
sound, said Mr. Meredith, and pro-

“J agree with men who say our na- 
tion cannot long; survive the decay of 
its agriculture. I cannot follow them, 
however, in their despair of the find- 
ing some powers somewhere that will 
arrest this decay. I have more faith 
in the capacity of society to save it- 
self. I believe we are entering upon 
a@ new era in the domain of the social 
sciences.” 
Dickinson Explains Bill. 

Representative Dickittson, after out- 
lining the legislative prograni to aid 
the farmer, which includes the crea- 
tion of a Federal Farm Board, the des- 
ignation of an agency to handle a sur- 
plus, the assessment of an equaliza- 
tion fee on all producers to cover the 
Igss on surplus sold at the world price, 
said that it was unfairly charged that 
ths Government was trying to fix 
prices and maintain a farm subsidy. 

“When a cooperative plan is de- 
signed to care for a surplus,’ he said, 
“it will be for the management to de- 
termine at what price such a commodity 
can best be marketed. They will have. 
the advice and counsel of the Farm 
Board, they will do as the steel people 
do, or the cemént, or the automobile; 
they will survey «he domestic and the 
world market to a the possibili- 
ties; then, as would a of directors 
of a large business concern, they will 
use the machinery of the bill (the 

m bill) to help them carry 
through the period of overproduction to 
the best advantage. No Government 
‘price fixing, but a sufficient direction 
of the Government to permit the 
eratives to do for the producers exactly 
what is being done by big business 
organizations for themselves.” 

The plan will not increase the cost 
of living, he said. Price stabilization 
of one product -~would have no bearing 
on the whole production, he explained, 
for never are all major raw products 
depressed at the same time.

Shows Sharpest Advance Over. 
the Fall Prices.

A 10% RISE IN MUSKRAT 


Bidding Active for All Pelts Put 
\Block—Opossum Skins Will Be 
in Today’s Offering.

Sales amounted to $1,050,000 yester- 
day at the annual Winter fur auction 
in the Masonic Hall, which brought 
the total for the first two days 
to $1,600,000. Only two or three times 
before since the auctions: began here 
in 1916 have sales, reached $1, — in 
a single day. 

An offering of about 191,000 squirrel, 
which had been put over from Mon- 
day, showed the sharpest advance over 
the Fall sale prices: The best Kam- 
chatka pelts brought $1.42, and the 
whole collection averaged 25 per cent. 
above-the October auction. The high- 
est prices received for squirrel from 
other. sections follow: Lensky. $1.24; 
Chinese, $1.20; Ural, $1.08; Zabaikal, 
$1.04; Finnish, 64 cents; Lapland, 62 
cents; German, 56 cents, and Japa- 
nese, 38 cents. The general shortage 
of squirrel, due to the lateness of the 
Russian catch, and the active bidding 
for the available skins wére responsi- 
ble for the advance. In October, when 
460,847 squirrel were sold, the best 
price received was $1.30. 

Selling began with an offering of 
civet cat that had also been put over 
from. Monday. The best of the 12,000 
of these pelts, which were actively 
bid for, brought $1.64. Squirrel fol- 
lowed civet cat to the block and was 
in turn followed by Southern musk- 
rat. A large part of the muskrat of- 
fering was strongly held and did not 
change hands. The best skins in the 
collection of 412,708 brought $1.90, but 
average prices showed no change from 
the Fall sale figures. 

Rise in Northern Muskrat. 

An average rise of 10 per cent. took 
Place ‘in Northern muskrat, which 
came up next. About 203,000 Northern 
“rat’’ were sold, with a top of $2.12 
paid for the finest Michigan and Wis- 
consin skins. These best prices were 
brought by Northern muskrat from 
other sections: New York, Northern 
Ohio and Pennsylvania, $1.98; East- 
ern Canada, $1.66; Minnesota, Iowa 
and Nebraska; $1.56, and Northwestern 
Canada, $1.32.. The best of 4,400 black 
muskrat brought $2.20. Buyers showed 
more willingness to meet sellers’ ideas 
of values on the Northern and black 
skins than they did on the Southern 
pelts. 

Bidding for a collection of 16,144 mar- 
mot was good enough to hold prices 
even with those of ‘the October sale, 
but good buying of nutria resulted in 
an advance of 10 per cent. The best 
nutria brought $4.30, this offering con- 
sisting of 7,215 skins. The mole collec- 
tion, which came second to Southern 
muskrats as numerically the largest in 
the sale, also scored a rise of 10 per 
cent. More than 309,000 of. these pelts 
were put under the hammer by Auc- 
tieneer J. Gordon Noakes. The best 
Scotch mole brought 16 cents. 

Buyers paid $7.25 for the best North- 
ern badger, and bidding for the general 
offering was good enough to send 
prices 20 per cent. above the Fall aver- 
ages. This was the second largest 
advance of the day. Small-collections 
of ringtail cat and fisher followed. 
Ringtail cat advanced, but fisher, the 
best of which fetched $68, dropped 10 
per cent. It was the only fur to de- 
cline yesterday. 


Ermine Collection Unchanged. 


Selling concluded with an offering of 
29,016 ermine, which was somewhat 
smalier than that sold in October. Al- 
though the collection, as a whole, 
showed no change from the Fall * 
ages, the ga received for the best 
Canadian and Russian skins were both 
higher yesterday. The choicest, ermine 
from Northwest Canada brought $3.15, 
against $2.80 last Fall. Top for Rus- 
sian ermine was $2.90, against Octo- 
ber’s = of $2.40.
